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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of the method, claims 1-2 and 4 in the reply 
filed on September 19, 2008 is acknowledged. Therefore, claims 5-7 have been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fukuda (US Pub. No. 2003/0113479). 

Regarding claims 1-2 : Fukuda et al. teach a production method for providing a glass 
substrate with antistatic properties (antistatic glass substrate production method) (0066- 
0069, 0127-0131, Figures). The method comprises placing a glass substrate (0069) in 
an atmospheric pressure plasma generating apparatus (title, abstract). The apparatus is 
adapted to generate an atmospheric pressure plasma between electrodes thereof 
(Figures, 0097, 0075, 01 05) and this allows for treatment of the substrate with the 
atmospheric pressure plasma (0129-0131). 

Fukuda et al. teach that a ambient gas (gas environment surrounding the 
substrate) used for the pressure plasma can be comprised of an inert argon, nitrogen, 
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etc. gas (0059-0062, 0109-01 10) and the plasma produced by the apparatus is what 
imparts the substrate with antistatic properties (0066, all) (Claim 1). 

The ambient gas can also be comprised of a second gas (0109) with the above 
inert gas as a main component, wherein the second gas can be oxygen gas (0109- 
0111,0128) (Claim 2). 

Regarding claim 4 : The reactive gas can comprise 0.1 to 5% by volume of the total 
volume of gas in the apparatus (0109) (Claim 4).
